A cool I wave p assed Cover the isl a ’ e 
the night of the 14th and light frost 
formed in all sections on the morning 
of the 15th. The frost was very light 
in character, and no p recep tible dam 
age ensued, excep t slight Injury to 
tender p lants in isolated low p laces. 
The mean tem p erature was deficient, 
ranging from 4 to 5 degees below the 
seasonal average. 
Well distributed 
showers occurred, p utting the soil In 
fine condition for p lowing and seeding. 
Farm ing op erations, 
excep t where 
temp orarily interrup ted by rain, were 
p rosecuted under favorable conditions 
Plowing is well under way in many 
sections and comp leted in Bome. A 
considerable area has been sown to 
wheat, rye, and timothy, but muoh 
seeding of wheat remains to he done. 
Some early sown wheat and rye fields 
are showing green. 
Corn was p ractically unscathed by 
frost, and the rep orts of injury in low 
p laces are inconsiderable. 
A p ortion 
of the crop is now safe from injury by 
frost, and the remainder is slowly ad­ 
vancing toward m aturity. 
The dates 
fixed when the later corn will be rip e 
range from Oct. 1st to Oct. 10th, and 
but little im m ature corn will remain 
after the latter date. 
Some early 
fields have been cut for fodder. 
Grasses have been revived by recent 
rains and amp le fall feed is indicated. 
Clover hulling is p roceeding with sat­ 
isfactory results. 
Broomcorn is being harvested,

I'eaehea and melons have reached 
iheir height, and grap es are an incom­ 
ing tide. 
Nearly every kind of vege­ 
table ap p ears in market in great quan­ 
tity, with corn, lima beans and tom a­ 
toes among toothsdme and p op ular deli­ 
cacies. 
A few' hints from Table Talk 
on the use of the seasonable things in 
the dally menu are subjoined. 
When tomatoes are round and firm 
they may be hollowed out and stuffed, 
either with seasoned rice, hominy or 
other cooked cereal, cold boiled chop ­ 
p ed meats or vegetables or crumbled 
bread, and baked. 
Corn can be stew’ed 
with the lima beans (succotash), and 
w'hen too old to be served on the oob 
it makes a delightful p udding; it canT 
also be gratethand used in fritters. 
For the hot days an ap p etizing lunch 
dish is a cucumber and onion ragout. 
For six p eop le thinly slice two large 
or three small onions. Heat two table- 
■p oonfuls of drip p ing or butter In a 
frying p an, p ut in the onions and cook 
very slowly until they begin to color, 
then draw to one side of the p an. Add 
four cucumbers which have been p ared, 
cut in long, thick slices, dried and 
dip p ed In flour. 
Brown them rap idly 
and draw to one side, dredge In suffi­ 
cient flour to absorb the fat, then grad­ 
ually add boiling water to make a 
sauce—about one cup ful and a half. 
Color wdth a few- drop s of kitchen bou­ 
quet season with salt p ep p er, a sp oon­ 
ful of tomato catchup and a little wal­ 
nut catchup , then cover and stew slow­ 
ly for twenty minutes. Serve on toast. 
A good soup Is made by boiling one- 
half a cup ful of rice In two quarts 
of water until reduced to a thick 
starch. Add to this a p int of reduced 
stewed tomatoes, season with salt, p ep ­

Reheat and serve with crou 
tons, sp rinkling over it when in the 
tureen a little finely chop p ed p arsley. 
For clam chowder remove the raw 
clams from the shell and p ut through 
the food chop p er. For each p int try 
out a quarter of a p ound of fat salt 
p ork cut fine. Cook in this fat two 
chop p ed onions and when beginning to 
color add the clams, a p iut of raw 
diced p otatoes and a p int of boiling 
water. Simmer slowly until the p ota 
toes are tender, then add a p int of 
milk thickened with three tablesp oon 
fuls of flour, season well with salt aud 
p ep p er and sinuner for five minutes 
longer. 
When cold soup s are not desired and 
clams are not available for a first 
course for dinner serve fruit. At this 
season melons, p eaches or grap es are 
the most ap p rop riate. They should b 
thoroughly chilled aud served simp ly 
the melons op ened or cut, the p eaches 
sliced and sugared, the grap es rinsed 
and laid on n cloth to dry, then ar­ 
ranged on each p late In a cluster. 
Cantaloup es, after being chilled, should 
be op ened at tha last minute and the 
seeds removed. To fill the centers with 
broken ice weakens nnd frequently dis­ 
sip ates entirely the finest flavor of the 
fruit. Watermelons should be so cut 
as to give each p erson a p ortion of the 
center or “heart,” which is the sweet 
est p ortion of the fruit. 
This may be 
done by p rep aring it as suggested in 
the illustration. 
Originally a .Maryland delicacy, the 
p each cobbler, has become a favorite 
wherever fresh p eaches are obtainable. 
Pure enoifgh large sweet ones to al­ 
most fill a deep p udding dish. Do not 
halve or p it them, but sp rinkle with 
p lenty of sugar, then cover with a rich 
p ie crust rolled rather thicker than 
usual. Rake in a moderate oven for 
from forty minutes to an hour.

Have crocks of differ­ 
ent sizes, wide mouthed Jugs and glass 
jars scalded and ready for use. 
If silver skinned onions are careful­ 
ly p rep ared they make a very' delicate 
Rnd p iquant p ic kle. They are also good 
to add to a salad in the winter months. 
Plunge the onions, which should be 
very small, even sized, into very hot 
water for five minutes and rub off the 
skins with a clean cloth. 
Boil In salted bubbling water ten 
minutes, drain and then boil in milk 
ten minutes. Drain and rinse in cold 
water. 
Stand in brine twenty-four 
hours. 
Prep are a p ickling vinegar, 
using the white wine vinegar, white 
sugar and a few mixed sp ices in a bag. 
When scalding hot add the onions, 
which have been thoroughly rinsed in 
cold water. Stir constantly in the vine­ 
gar five minutes.

The span of g eese now play ing a 
part in the church street fair are not 
particularly pampered, owing to the 
strenuous life they lead; but we can 
safely say that they never have been 
ex celled In usefulness since the flock 
of g eese saved Rome, as history tells 
us, by their early cackling , the record 
of which leads us to cackle-late that 
they 
g ave 
the alarm to citizens, 
it was timely information of an invad­ 
ing army . 
Not 
since 
tha t early 
day 
in 
Roman history has the life of a g oose 
been more in tente than is that of the 
pair of birds doing duty at the fair on 
tbe hill. 
As a matter of ornitholog ical study 
jt will pay any thoug htful citizen, any 
student in 
natural 
or 
unnatural 
history , to spend an hour or more 
study ing the habits of the g oose as 
demonstrated at the side-show of the 
fair. 
Stoical, calm and serene 
in 
nature, dig nity characteristic of the 
g oose, particularly when on 
duty 
serv ing the. church, is a lesson for 
saint and sinner. 
You need not en­ 
deavor to throw a rubber ring over a 
g oose’s head to observe that she, as 
Homer said of Nestor: 
“Seems o f dign ity co mp o sed 
An d high ex p lo it;" 
As the g eneral bearing of these 
g eese seems a rebuke to the frlvilous 
merrimentof the people who certainly 
annoy the birds with ^friv olous g ame 
of chance, tha t of ring ing the necks of 
the g eese to win a cig ar. 
In her 
placid dig nity tbe g oose 
naver dodg es; makes no complaint but 
submits to apparent indig nities in tbe 
spirit of a true marty r of the true 
church. 
If a g oose can think, and it is said 
that there are many g eese that think 
they think, we can but wonder what 
the thoug hts of a g oose would be while 
standing for men who seem to take 
pleasure in casting a rubber ring over 
its neck. It may be a true case where 
“ ig norance is bliss.” 
However, there are many 
other 
brig ht, brilliant and beautiful attrac­ 
tions at the fair—especially beautiful.

up sufficient men to the front to re­ 
place their losses. 


No Fight fo r Sev eral Days. 
But it is not improbable that sev er- 
days 
will interv ene 
before 
the 
arm ies come to close quarters. The In­ 
terv al is being dev oted on l*oth side« to 
feeling out the strength and disposi­ 
tion of the opposing fortes. 
The Jap­ 
anese probably will attem pt to capture 
the passes of the Du mountain range, 
running half way between the Him 
and Taitse riv ers. 
The possession of 
these passes is important for the Jap 
anese, as it will not only enable them 
to march northward, but also screen 
the mov ements of their troops from 
the prying gaze of Russian scouts. 


Japs Must H are M uk den. 
It is fully appreciated here that the 
Japanese must try for the possession 
of Muk den, as otherwise it will be diffl- 
ci$t for them to prov ide the arm y with 
w inter quarters. 
Liaoyang does not 
afford 
sufficient accommodation, al­ 
though many houses there escaped de 
structio n in the recent battle. Mov able 
huts are quite unsuitable for the hous­ 
ing of Japanese, owing to the sev erity 
of the climate. 
The av erage winter 
tem perature there is 40 degrees l>elov v 
zero. 
In spite of this the campaign 
probably will continue during the win­ 
ter if the Japanese succeed in getting 
into Muk den.

It is found tha t in concave spherical 
mirrors the reflected rays only come to 
a definite focus In the point, when the 
angular aperture of the mirror does not 
exceed eight or ten degrees. 
W ith a 
larger aperture the rays reflected near 
the edge cut the axis of the mirror at 
a point nearer its surface than those 
from points immediately around the 
center. 
This being so, and the curve of 
the mirror being continuous, a corre­ 
sponding 
curve 
of 
successive 
focal 
points is formed in space, and can be 
rendered visible by tbe rays falling on 
a reflecting surface, such as a sheet of 
white paper or a tablecloth. 
The napkin ring is a cylinder and 
possesses the properties of the spher 
ieal mirror along one diameter. 
The 
rays falling upon portions more remote 
from the center line are brought to 
different focus from those falling near­ 
er the eenter, aud this produces the 
peculiar heart shaped reflection. 
These figures are known as “caustics 
by reflection,” and can be well observed 
by allowing the light of a candle to fall 
on the inside of a cup or tum bler partly 
filled with milk.
